weather, in Utah, — 
eare for the safety of the immigrants, and at onge ef parties wore sent ou 
_ thom. Scores a brave meñ; taking wagons 1 with clothing, beiding ond 
provisions went to rescue their unfortunate fellows, \struggling through deep shows 
and piercing winds along the Platte and Sweetwater, One brother Janos Heber had 
his fingers on hig left hand so badly froseny they hai to amputate thom on arrival 
ab Galt Lake. ile was only eight years old. William was thirteen, yoars old now. 
But nothing ever shook the faith or courage of this family, in a desire to get 
2 to Utah, Thore wore three brothers and four sisters basides himself, Had not 
help come from President Brigham Young, the entire company would have porishod. 

They arrived in Salt Lake 9 November 1856. The family moved to Pravo, whore they 
}ived until 1950 when they moved to Heber, Wasatch Company, Utah, There were 
only nine fanilies when they arrived thore. A brothers vere added to 
the Tuay: or growing to manhood awdd the sti es of Pioneer life, he 

s became a e Ma DaN the Black-Hawk Army, who so bravely protected the homes of 
their loved ones, as the Indians wore becoming numeraus and a great menace to the 
conium y, Stealing their horses and cattle, 


When Father was 9% he marred Mary LeVina Lee, a pionocr of 1963 with courage 
and faith in the Gospel. They wara married 2 July 1065 at ileber, Utah by Joseph. 
Bu Murdock, Three yoars lator on 15 December 1868 they went to the Endowient 


~- fhowse to be sesled for time and all eternity. In June 1868 he with many othors went. 


to Florance, Nebraska with ox toans and wagons to moet the imaigrenes, The letters 
he wrote his wife while they were waiting there six weeks wore trousured by his wife 
and kept and are now &Ẹ years old (April 19%%). and are in possession of his dmghter 
Bertha ©. Bowman of Blackfoot,idaho. In them are many valuable items of history, 

of Warships and joys of deaths and births. Ho seen the last ygils laid on the 
Platte railroad bridge, and also sve the first Railroad train go over it on 

15 duly 1368, There were 200 imsigrants coming that year and it was vis and 

his companions fate to be the last train ot that year, Their Cor -any brought 700 
Danish from Semeark, fhe yoaruafter kis return, 1369, the crops failed and living 
conditions were so bad, he went to cut ties for tho Union Pacific Railroad, which 
wag slowly winding ite way westward. Thejr first nome was a little log cabine 


They moved from Hober, Utah to a larga ranch which he bought. A temporary branch 
of the church was effected and ho was pub in as presiding #lder. The beef ina milk 
contract was secured by him from the Ontario ‘ine at Park, Utah about five miles 
from his ranch, ile built up a prosperous business, tia was a great influence for 
good whervever he lived. After they had been warrled seven years, ani had had no 
children, he marcied Hary ann Davis. Both wives had five ciildren each, o ich had 
a son die young. Both fax lics lived in the same house and ate ‘at the sam table . 
The children were brougut up as one faily. 


On 14 June 1993, illian Denton Wied, beiny only LO years of əge of typhoid 
pnoumonia. ie had lived a fujl and abundant lifo and accomplished a great work both 
in cherch ani vivie affairs, He died ut Moultonville, Utah and was buried at Heber.
